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THESE LATEST HATS. 

The shape of the present hat, which looks as if it 
was going back tothe old pointed form of ‘90, rose 
from the cocked hat of our ancestors.

Peasant Life in Roumania, 
By the Queen of Roumaniain the Forum. 
Here is a word picture drawn by the hand of 


a true artist: 

A sun as big again as in the rest of Europe; 
the sky deep-blue overhead, shading down to 
white; on the horizon a shimmering curtain of 
golden dust-cloud; green maize and ripening 
wheat as faras the eve can reach; and in the 
sun-scorched solitude a single cart drawn Dy 
black buffaloes moves slowlyfon as though of its 
own accord, though on closer observation the 
driver will be seen stretched prone ontop of 
his high-piled load: suctris Roumanmia. The 
team comes to a bridge —for since King 
Charles began to rule there are bridzes, 
But the peasant rises, stands _ straight 
up in his white blouse and _ white 
breeches, broad leather belt, and felt hat, and 
drives his buffaloes past the bridge and almost 
perpendicniarly down the steep bank into the 
water. The river bed gives proof how violent 
at timesthe streamcan be. Formerly the 
wayfarer had to wait cight or ten days when 
the river was swollen by rains, so that witha 
reinforcement of fourteen horses and oxen he 
might, seated on the cover of his wagon, at 
peril of his life reach the other bank. In mid- 
summer the water wearily pursues its course 
between the stones over which the cart goes 
bumping. Suddenly at the deepest plpce ara 
seen to emerge from the water the dark backs 
of hippopotami—or what might pass for such. 
It is a herd of buffaloes at their siesta. Slowly 
they raise theirshiny nozzles and lay their 
massive black horus back; this but seldom, 
however, as though loath to intercept the sun’s 
rays beating down upon the:in and making the 
cool water seem still more grateful. So in- 
tense is the heat, one feels as though one were 
inhaling flames. Touch withthe hand wood 
or iron, and it is found burning hot. Still, 
neither the dark skinned man nor the beast 
nor the ears of corn in the tields seem to feel 
discomfort. The dust raised by the team floats 
like a white mist over the fields, and falls to 
the same place again, for there is not in the 
air enough of emotion to transport a dust par- 
ticle. 

For the man the shadow of his cart provides 
sufficiently the means of the noontide rest, and 
hisslumber is deep. The- buffaloes, too, lie 
down to rest under the yoke and begin the 
slow and weighty task of chewing the cud, A 
lark soars aloft from the fields, singing, and

| Boomerangs, 
Tasmania Letfer—Spring d Republican 
' More has been written. and less is under- 
| stood, of the boomerang than of almost any 
other weapon. Itis generally known to bea 
flat stick of wood bent into a shape which sug- 
gests acombination of a “V’’ and a *U,” ale 
though with the extremities spread apart until 
they are at right angles with each other. In 
point of fact, boomerangsare of almost every 
Shape from semi-circular to nearly straight 
and seem to depend for their efficiency not so 
much upon the evident form as upon the curves 
which are shown upon their flat side. If one 
takes a boomerang and looks along its sharp 
outer edge, it is seen that this edge presents a 
wavy appearance—a delicately adjusted sinu- 
osity like the line of a long screw. 
This curve is not elaborately fashioned or | 
smoothed into evenness; the hard wood of | 
which the boomerang is usually made being 
picked out with short blows from a sharpened 
flint held in- the hand, almost a]ways shows, 
indeed, infinite irregularities. What rule of 
construction the savage artificer follows even 
he himself would probably be unable to say. 
Yet he has some detinite plan in mind, no 
doubt, for while he chips‘and pecks away at 
the wood he takes frequent squints along its 
edge to see how its curves are progressing. I 
have never seen two boomerangs that were 
just alike, bat all are similar in their relations 
ol Curyes along the flat side. The boomerang 
maker knows instinctively just where his 
boomerang will go whenjhe throws it,although 
he never seems toaim any twoin the same 
way. More lies have been told about the | 
boomerang than can be well enumerated. One 
hears of men who can throw a boomerang 
that it kills an enemy behind atree and then 
comes cheerfully fluttering back to its owner. 
who thereupon hurls it on a fresh mission of 
carnage. A flock of frightened cockatwoos, 
speeding in intricate gyrations through the 
air to escape the attack of natives who want | 
a bird for dinner, are persued at every turn of 
these erratic weapons, which strike them down 
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a dozen each, and so return to the hand that 
castthem. Old wives’ fables, these, at which 
Australians laugh, knowing in the nature of 
things their falsity. In the first place the 
war boomerang. is not made for 
retnrn, and is only slightly bent, 
so that it may go hopping = and 
bounding along the earth like a hoop, aud 
make capacious holes in the body of the adver- 
sary. These are of hard, heavy wood, and 
ugly things to be hit withal ; but the return 
boomerang is simply a plaything, or to be used 
in light hunting, and although it might give a 
mana painful rap, could not seriously injure 
him. As for the cockatoo story, it has this 
much of truth—that « native boomerang 
hurler, ifhe saw a flock flying by him in a 
straight course, could so cast his weapon as to 
come upon them unawares ata given point, 
and perhaps knock one down; but his boom- 
erang would drop, too, having no power of 
‘light after it has struckanything. The boom- 
erang is sufficiently remarkable without being 
regarded in the light of a long bow, and 
every tourist in the colo- 
is held perpendicularly and 
taken firmly in the hand by one of its extrem- 
ities, with the other pointed forward, and is 
hurled with a full arm and assisted | by a run 
and swing of the whole body. A slight turn of 
the wrist at the moment of discharge causes it 
to assume various erratic courses. Sometimes 
it will fly straight forward for 100 or even 200 
yards, then rise sharply to a great height, lose 
its force, and flutter down to the feet of the 
thrower. Again, it will rise in the air, swoop 
down with immense rapidity, and skim around 
in a great semicircle a few inches from the 
ground, rise once more, and return to 
the spot whence it started. It will 
also start off in a great swoop to the

The yarn about the 
Australian blacks always throwing the boom- 
erang with their backs to the ob- 
ject they desire to hit is a piece off 
the same whole cloth as the cockatoo fable and 
the lie about the missile returning to its owner 
after killing the gentleman behind the tree. 
An expert thrower can cause his boomerang to 
shoot behind him after a short preliminary ex- 
cursion in front, and come very near @ given 
object, but if he wants to hit anything, either 
in hunting or war. he doesn’t fool away his 
time with the return boomerang, but throws 
the heavy, nearly straight one, which goes «l- 
rect to the mark without any flourishes. Such 
is the boomerang—a two-formed utensil, with 
one shape for business, the other for sport.

The Administration of Wealth, 
Andrew Carnegie in North American Review. 

Mr. Carnegie, though a millionaire, thinks 
no man hasaright to die rich. He goes a 
little farther and says the state should take 
half a millionaire’s estate when he dies. 

Owing to unequal capacities, Mr. Carnegie 
holds that there must needs be poor men and 
rich men, but the rich hold their wealth, be- 
yond what is necessary for unostentatious liv- 
ing, asatrust fund for humanity, and this 
fund, he thinks, should beinvested for hu- 
manity by the trustee before he dies. The 
article opens as follows: 

The problem of our age is the proper administra- 
tion of wealth, so that the ties of brotherhood may 
still bind tegether the rich and poorin harmonious 
relationship. The conditions of human life have 
not only teen changed, but revolutionized, within 
the past few hundred years. In former days there 
was little difference between the dwelling, dress, 
food and environment of the chief and those of his 
retainers. The Indiansare today where civilized 
man then was, When visiting the Sioux, I was led 
to the wigwarm ofthe chief. It was just like the 
others in external appearance, and evin within the 
difference was trilling between it and those of 
the poorest of his braves. The contract between the 
palace of the millionaire and the cottage 
of the laborer with us today meas- 
ures the change which has come with civilization. 

This change, however, is not to be deplored, but 
welcomed as highly beneficial. It is well, nay, 
essential for the progress of the race, that the houses 
of some should be homeas for all that is highest and 
best in literature and the aris, and forall the res 
finements of civilizati n, rather than that none 
should be so. Much better thiscreat irregularity 
than universal squalor, Without wealth there ean 
be uo Mecenas. The “good old times’ were not 
good old times. Neither master nor servant was as 
well situated then astoday. A relapse to old cons 
ditions would be disastrous to both—not the least 
so to him who serves—and would sweep away 
civilization with it. But whether the chance be for 
good or ill, it is upon us, beyond our power to alter, 
and therefore to be accepted and made the best of 
It is a waste of time to criticise the inevitable, 

But he says the changed condition, though 
unequal, is better for both rich and poor. In 
old times manufacturing was done in the 
household or the shop that was a part of it, 
and the apprentice, brought up in the house- 
hold of his master, was his social equal and 
his equai in every respect when the apprentice 
became a master. That wasa crude form of 
manufactures and its products were high 
priced. Now, he holds, “the poor enjoy what 
the rich could not before afford. What were 
luxuries have become the necessaries of life. 
The laborer has now more comforts than the 
farmer hada few generations ago, and the 
farmer has more luxuries than the landlord 
had and is more richly clad and better housed. 
The landlord has books and pictues rarer 
and appointments more artistic than the king 
could then obtain.”’ 

Mr. Carnegie admits that society pays dear! 
for these benefits in the alienation of classes 
that ensues.

the foundation upon which civilization itself rests, 
for civilization took its start frorm the day that the 
capable, industrious workman said to his Incompe~ 
tent and lazy fellow, “If thou dost not sow, thou 
shalt not reap,’ and thus ended primitive commu- 
nism by separating the drones from the bees One 
who studies this subject will soon be brought faee to 
face with the conclusion that upon the sacredness 
of property civilization itself depende—the right of 
the laborer to bis hundred dollars in the savings 
bank, and equally the legal right of the millionaire 
to his millions, Tothose who propose to substitute 
communism for this intense individualism the 
answer, therefore, is: The race bas tried that. Al 
progress from that barbarous day to the present 
time has resulted trom its displacement, Not evil, 
but good, has come to the race from the accumulas 
tion of wealth by those who have the ability and 
energy that produce it. 

We might as well urge the destruction. of the 
highest existing type of man because he failed to 
reach our ideal as to favor the destruction of indi- 
vidualism private property, the law of accumula. 
tion of wealth, and the law of competition; for 
these are the highest results of human experience, 
the soilin which society so far has produced the 
best frnit, Unequailly or unjustly, perbaps, as these 
laws sometimes operate, and imperfect as they ap- 
par to the iceaist, they are, nevertheless, like the 
highest type of man, the best and most valuable of 
all that humanity has yet accomplished. 

Of the three ways of disposing of the wealth of 
rich men, by leaving it to their families, be- 
queathing it for public purposes or administer- 
ing it for the public benefit during the lifetime 
of the possessor, Mr. Carnegie approves the 
latter plan, Toleave the almighty dollar to 
children he thinks is to leave them acurse and 
to bequeath it for public purposes is to fail in 
the object in many cases. 

In order to encourage rich men _ to spend 
their wealth during their life time for the pub- 
lic good in institutions like the Cooper insti- 
tute he thinks the government should levy a 
graduated death tax on estates, larger in pro- 
portion on large estates, and nothing on those 
which are merely a competency forthe family. 

Tie growing dlsposition to tax more and more 
heavily large estates left at death is a cheering in- 
dication of the growth of a salutary change in pub- 
lic opinion, Thestate of Pennsylvania now takes 
—subjeect to some exceptions—onestenth of the 
property left by its citizens. The budget presented 
in the British parliament ihe other day proposes to 
juecrease the death duties; and, most significant of 
all, the new tax is to be a graduated one. Of ail 
forms of taxation, this seems the wisest. Men who 
continue hoarding great sums all their lives, the 
proper use of which for public ends would work 
good to the community, should be made to feel that 
the community, in the form of the state, cannot 
thus be deprived of its preper share. by taxing os- 
tates heavily at death the state marks its condem- 
nation ofthe selfish millionaire’s unworthy life 

It is desirable that nations should go much turth- 
erin this direction, Indeed, it is diflicut to set 
bounds to the sbage of a rich man’s estate which 
should goat his death tothe public through the 
agency of the static, and by al! means such taxes 
should be graduated, beginning at nothing upon 
moderate sums to depondents, and increasing rape 
idiy as the amounts swell, until of the millionaire’s 
hoard, as of Shylock’s, ai least

Comes tothe privy coffer of the state.’ 
This poiticy would work powerfully to induce the 
rich man to attend to the administration 
of wealth during his life, which is 
the end that society should always have in view, 
as being that by fur most fruitfui for the people. 
Nor need it Le feared that this poliey would sap the 
root of Miterprise an | render men less 
nccumplate, for to the class whose ambition it is to 
leave great fortunes and be talked about after their 
death, it wi lattr.et even more attention, and, in- 
deed, be a somewhat nobiecr ambition to have 
enormous sums paid over to the state from thel 
fortunes, 

Thus is the problem of rich and poor to be 
The laws of accumalation will be left free; the laws 
of distribution free. Individualism will continue, 
but the millionaire will be but a trustee for the poor; 
intrusted for a season with a creat part of the in- 
creased wealth of the community, but administer 
ing it for the community far better than it could or 
would have done for itself. The best minds will 
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thoughtful and earnest men into whose hands it 
flows save by using it year by vear fur the general 
good, ,, This day already dawns, Buta little while. 
and although, without incurring the 
pity of their fellows, men may die 
shares in great business enterprises from. 
which their capital cannot be or has not been 
withdrawn, and it is left chiefly at death for public 
uses, yet the man who dies leaving behind him 
millions of available wealth, which was his to ad- 
minister during life, will pass away “unwept, un- 
honored, and unsung,”’ no matter to what uses he 
leaves the dross which he cannot take wite him. 
Of such as these the pubiic verdict will -then be: 
“The man who dies thus rich dies disgraced.” 

Such, in my opinion, is the true Gospel concerns 
ing Wealth, obedience to which is destined some 
day to solve the problem of the Rich and the Poor, 
so “Peace on earth, among men Good

This cone 
scientious Christian thought that our national e>in- 
age should indicate the Christian character of onr 
hation, and by introducing a motto upon our 
coins expressed a national reliance on  Di- 
vine support in ourf governmental affairs. 
In 1861, when Salmon FP. Chase, was sec. 
retary of the treasury, he wrote him and sugzested 
that, as we claimed to be a Christian people. we 


| should make suitable recognition of that fact on 


our colnage. Tie letter was referred to the di-ector 
of the mint, James Pollock, a Puritanie Christian. 
of Pennsylvania. In Mr. Pollock’s report for 1862 
he discussed the question of a recognition of the 
sovereignty of God and our trust in Him on our 
coins, The proposition to introduce a motto upon 
our coins was favorably considered by Mr. Chase, 
and in the repert he sald he did not doubt, but be- 
lieved, that it would meet with an approval by an 
inteiligent public sentiment. But congress gave no 
attention to the suggestion, and in his next annual 
report he again referred to the subject, this time in 
a firm theological argument, and says: 

“The motto suggested, ‘God Our Trust,’’ is tak~ 
en from our nationai hymn, “The Star Spangled 
Latiner.”” The sentiment is familiar to every citi. 
zen of our country; it hasthrilled the hearts and 
failen in song from the lips of millions of American 
freernen., The time is propitous;’tisan hour of na: 
jonal peril and danger, an hour when man’s 
BStrengthis weakness, when our strength and salva- 
bien innst beof God, Letus reverently acknowls 
edge His sovereiguty, and let our colnage declare 
our trust in God.", 

A 2c bronze piece was authorized to be coived by 
congress the following year, April 22, 1864, and up- 
on this was first stamped the motto, “In God We 
Trust."’ In bis report of that year he expressed his 
approval of the act, and strongly urged that the 
recognition of trust be extended to the gold and 
Silver coins of the United States. by the fifth ses. 
sion of the act of congress of March 3. lI! 5, the 
director of the mint, with the approval of the sec. 
retary of the jtreasury, was autborized to place 
upon all the gold and silver coins of the United 
Siates, susceptible of such additions. thereaf.ier to 
be issued the motto, ‘In God We Trust.”

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TI IE SAL E OF POISONS. 


SOME FACTS OF INTEREST TO THOSE 
WHO DEAL AN THEM. 


Numerous Virulent Drugs That Must Be Sold Only 
Vhen the Purchaser Registers His Name, Resi- 
idence and tor What Purpose Tiey Are to Be 
Used. 


The Georgia laws are very strict in regard 
to the sale of poisons. 

And the frequent recurrence of snicide and 
attempt at suicide of late has caused much 
comment concerning the sale of poisonous 
drugs. 

The code provides for the registration of the 
name, place of residence, and use for which 
the drug is intended together with the name 
name of the dispenser and date of purchase. 

When these requirements are complied with, 
any adult person who is not known asa _habit- 
ualopium eater, and who shows no signs of 
mental aberration, may obtain opium, lauda- 
num, orany Other drug that may be kept in 
stock. 

('nder existing conditions there is very little 
chance for a druggist to discriminate in regard 
to the purpose for which it is intended. It has 
been impossible to locate the place where a 
number of persons recently attempting to com- 
mit, succeeding in the act of committing sui- 
obtained the drug which they used. It is 
not always the case that the druggist requires 
a person to register when simply purchasing a 
bottle of laudannum, that being a drug in such 
cominmon use for domestic purposes. 

Section 4557 of the code reads as follows: 

It shali be unlawful for any person to retail 
aby poison enumerated in schedule ‘A’ and ‘‘B’ 
as followa, towit 

Fchedute A—Arsenic, and 
B8ive sSuvilmate, ; precipitate, 
bini iodide of mercury, cyaride of potassiuin, 
cyami ue r seed f ane ne, and al! other poltsonous veg~- 
etables, al ons id their salts, essentiai oil of bit- 
ter almionds, o: n ‘and all its preparations except 
paragoric ai oth r prepar. tious of opium conutaius 
lux less than (Wo grains tole ounce. 

‘Schedule B.—Aconite, bellaconna, 
conium, nux vomica, henbane, savin, ergot, 

cantharides, creosote, digitalis and 
nharmnaceutical preporations, croten 
chloroform, chloral hydrate, sulphate of 

zine, mine te acids, carbolic acid and oxalic acid, 
Without ‘tly labeling the bottle, box, hon sel 
or paper in wit ‘h said poison is cor talned. and 
Also tlie outside wrapper or cover thereof, with the 
name of the article, the word ‘poison’ and the 
name and place of business of him or her who furs 
nishes the same, nor unless upou due inquiry it be 
found that the person to whom it is delivered 
is aware of its olsonous character and 
represents that it is to be used fora legitimate pur- 

JOB8C, 

The second clause reads: 

“No licensed or registered druggist or pharma- 
ceulist shall sellor deliver any of tho poisons in- 
cluded in schedule ‘A’ without, before delivering 
the same, causing an euiry to be made ina book 
kept for that purpose, sta‘ing the datcotf the delivery 
the name aud address of the person receiving the 
same, the name and quantity of the poison, the 
purpose for which it js represented by such person 
totlereguired, and the name of the dis} enser. 
Such book shall be always open for inspection by 
the proper authorities and be preserved for refers 
ence for at least five years. 

The penalty for violating this law is a fine 
of not less than $1,000 and imprisonment fora 
term of not less than six months, or both in 
the diserction of the court. 

A later enactment provides that morphine 
must be sold only ina red wrapper. with the 
name and quantityin white letters, and the 
inside label on the box or bottle 
must be red with white letters 
and the word ‘‘poison”’ distinctly printed on 
both. 

The reason for this is to te!l the difference 
between morphine and quinine, they being so 
much alike in appearance that the only test 

hat will indicate which is being used is that 
morphine is solublo in water and quinine is 
not, unless the water is boiling. 

Inquiry among the druggists of Atlanta re- 
veals the fact that mauy ol them are entirely 
unfamiliar with the laws regarding the dis- 
pensing of deadly poisons. 

Mr. Percy Magnus, at 
Said: 

“We are very careful about the matter. 
Here is our poison book, and the name, resi- 
dence and alleged object of every purchaser is 
kent rig rit here, and is always open for inspec- 
tion. 

“Do you have many calls for such things?’’ 

“Oh, frequent calls. Only yesterday a lady 
came in and asked for Dr. Magnus. res- 
ponde dand she told me she wanted ten grains 
of morphine. TIasked whatshe wanted with 
it, and she said she wanted it for a cold. I told 
her that if she took that much morphine she 
would never suffer with any more coids.”’ 

“Did you let her have it pe 

“mo, I @ia not. I asked 
were right sure that the medicine 
Was hot quinine instead of 
morphiae. She was thunder sirack. Of 
course it was quinine she desired.’ 

‘“‘tiave you had many calis for suicidal pur- 
pose lateiy?”’ 

“They are quite common. <A few evenings 
—_ a giri came’ into t! and asked for a 

bottle of laudenum. I asked what she wanted 
it for, and she seemed to feel really insulted, 
but she went away without it. Pretty soon a 
man caine in and asked hurriedly 
ifany such woman had been here. Finding 
that the description tallied, he said that he 
had followed her from one drug store to an- 
oiber, all the way up Decaturstreet. She had 
got mad and was determined to kill herself.’ 

Dr. Stoney, at Stoney, Greg Co,’s, re- 
ported several similar stories. In regard to 
the law regulating the sale of poisons he said: 

‘I belicve . that is almost a dead 
letter. Druggists must use a lot 
of discretion in the matter. and we always 
make very careful inquiries before dispensing 
ALY Ie ous drug.”’ 

Mr. J. 8S. Mi sely, at said: ‘‘We 
keep our Solson book. Here it is, and it is 
very carefully kept. Ido not beheve that the 

sale of poisons is as carefully guarded in At- 
lantaasitis in Macon. The law is strict 
enough if it is properly observed.”’ 

A stranger feature of the Georgia law is that 
drug cierks are not compelled to be registered, 
as licensed druggists, Inthe sale of poisons 
the proprietor is responsible and the clerk is 
not. 

On July 12 the Georgia Pharmac enigica! 
association convenes at Salt Springs, and 
there will be a strong effort madé to secure 
a recommendation for the change of the law 
Inthat respect so as to require that all 
drug clerks shall be regularly licensed drug 
gists, cond that none others be allowed to dis- 
pense drugs and medicines.

Then there are the Folk shoals and the Ar- 
lington factories, and just across the river, 
some twelve miles from Greenville, is the Pel- 
zer cotton factory, with a capital of $750,000, 
and doing its banking business in Greenville, 
and besides these a factory is building at Enoree 
to cost $500,000. 

Each of these factories pay handsomely, and 
it is a notable fact that 
EIGHTEEN PER CENT ON THE CAPITAL STOCK 
is the smallest amount any of them has ever 
made inayear. The Piedmont, last year, on 
their capital of $600,000, cleared $145,000. 

Besides these, however, Greenville has the 
H.C. Markley coach factory, working fifty 
hands and making a superior quality of 
wagons, buggies and carriages, a _ cot- 
ton seed oil mill employing 
tifty hands, a fertilizer factory, an ico factory 
three planing mills, two foundries, two sash, 
door and blind factories, one furniture factory 
with capital of $10,000 and employing twenty 
hands, a candy factory, two tanneries, a pan- 
taloons factory, with $15,000 capital, employ- 
ing thirty hands and making 250 pairs of pants 
a day, a flour and meal mill and various other 
industries, 

There is now a movement on foot to organ- 
ize a company with a capital of $50,000 fo put 
money into small manufactories. Their ob- 
jectis totake stock in any enterprise that 
responsible parties desire to locate and operate 
in Greenville. A company has also been or- 
ganized to build 

A CANNING FACTORY 
with a capital of $5,000. 

However of the most important new enter- 
prises Greenville is to have right now will bea 
fertilizer factory to be built this summer. It 
is to be constructed at a cost of $100,000, 

AS A BUSINESS POINT 
Greenville is the great center of the Piedmont 
country and supplies the towns for thirty-five 
miles around. That is considerable, too, when 
we examine it, for within a circle around 
Greenville with a radius of thirty-five miles 
there are over twenty-five thousand people in 
incorporated towns aud villages, exclusive of 
the country population which is largé. Its 
business amounts to nearly eight million dol- 
lars annually—a splendid showing for a city of 
under 12,000 inhabitants. Its business men 
are full of pluck, ambition and energy. They 
lose no opportunity to develop their little city. 
Eight drummers travel for the wholesale 
houses here, and there will] soon be four times 
that number, for the people of Greenville are 
united and are determined to make ita great 


city. 

One remarkable fact that I have noticed 
here is that not a single man 
has been heard to use the expression that 
Greenville needs a few first-class funerals. I 
mention this because, with one exception, it is 
the only town I have visited where I have not 
heard it. 

THE LOCATION OF GREENVILLB 

is superb. 
above the sea, and in the most fertile country 
in the south, it is overlooked by the beautiful 
and picturesque Blue Ridge range of moun- 
tains. It covers an unusual amount of 
ground, and right through the center of the 
city runs the famous Reedy river, turning 
thousands of spindles and furnishing the purest 
of water.

He has between forty 
and fifty head of Holstein cattle which, by the 
way, he considers the best for the southern 
country. Many of them give from three to 
five gallons of milk per day, which, although 
not quite so rich as the Jersey, makes as much 
or more butter, as whatis lostin richness is 
made in quantity. 

Captain O. P. Mills, however, does notagree 
with Mr. Perry as to the best cows for this 
country. After a careful investigation he has 
come to the conclusioy that the Jersey is best 
fur milk and butter, and furthern,ore, he needs 
no red rags on their tales. 

Mr. Mills has forty head of Jerseys. He 
grows clover and orchard grass for them in 
the spring and sammer and 

ENSILAGE FOR WINTER FORAGE. 

He thinks it the most successfull forage 
crop that can be grown in this section. Last 
year he constructed a cheap silo, twenty by 
twenty-four feet and twelve feet high, entirely 
above ground which be filled in September 
with corn forage and pea vines from which he 
fed over forty head of cattle and horses 
through the winter, keeping them in fine con- 
dition, 

Captain Mills has three hundred acres in his 
farm and is a model farmer. He says while 
this is a good cotton country it would pay the 
farmers better to raise more stock and grain— 
diversifying the products of the farm and not 
only improving the lands, but making them 
more self sustaining and profitable. He 
uses no. fertilizers except that from 
his stables. <A visit to Captain Mills’s place, 
almost within the city, would convince any 
practical farmer that stock raising in connec- 
tion with the farm must be adapted in the 
Piedmont country if handsome profits are de- 
sired, 

But stock raising can hardly be said to be 
the most profitable farming here, for the vine- 
yard men, and there are quite a number of 
them, are the ones getting rich rapidly. There 
are some 

FIVE HUNDRED ACRES IN GRAPES 
immediately around Greenville in the hills 
and mountains. There seems to be some pecu- 
liar quality of the soil or atmosphere here that 
makes them flourish, for the grapes raised 
here are said to have a richer Havor and make 
better wine than those in other sections of the 
south. The wines and clarets made here, and 
there is any quantity of it, or an average of 
two hundred gallons to the acre, are consid- 
ered the very finest of American wines, and 
even better than a majority of the imported. 
It sells readily and command better figures 
than the California wines. 

As an example of the profits Mr. H. C. Gil- 
reath has forty acres righton the outskirts of 
Greenvilie in Concords, Nertons, Ives and 
Delawares, from which he makes 

TWO HUNDRED GALLONS OF WINE 
to the acre or eight thousand gallons. This 
wine readily brings, by the wholesale, one 
dollar a gallon or eight thousand dollars a year 
from forty acres—a very handsome sum for the 
land. 

But everything in Greenville seems to pay 
and everyone is comparatively rich. It is, in- 
deod, one place in the south where vou find no 
poor people. This isdue to two causes; first, 
its superior climate, soil and natural advan- 
tages; and secoudly to the energy, push and 
pluck of the people. ’ 

It is indeed a great country, and the people 
realize it. Right now, as I leave, there stands 
upon the fence a big bantam, with the red rag 
tiuttering from his tail feathers, crowing with 
the dignity of one who knows his business, and 
is proud of the town in which he lives.

John L. Weber and his wife, an old couple, 
Mike Metzgar and John Forney, were rescued 
near here early thismorning. They had been 
carried from bome in Cambria City on 
the roof of the house. There were seven others 
on the roof of the house when it was carried 
off by the angry waters. They were all 
drowned. They are unknown to Weber, they 
having drifted onto the roof fiom floating de- 
Weber and his wife were thoroughly 
drenched and were almost helpless froin ex- 
posure. They were unable walk when 
taken from the roof at this They are 
now at the hotel here. 

The banks on both sides of the river at this 
place are crowded with anxious watch- 
ers, and with horrifying frequency their 
virgils are rewarded by the discovery of a dead 
body. Withinthe last half an hour three 
fioating bocies have been recovered at this 
point,and hundreds of people from Johnstown 
and up-river towns are hurrying here in search 
of their friends and relatives who were 
swept away in last night’s tlood, 

The calamity of yesterday was as singular as 
it was fatal. It is very evident that many 
lives have been lost by the foolish 

INCREDULITY OF THE PEOPLE, 
who were heedless of the warnings of danger. 
For more than a year there were fears of an 
accident of just such a character as the one 
that has happened. The foundations of the 
dam were considered to be shaky early last 
spring and manyincreasing leakages were re- 
ported from time to time, according to people 
who live in Johnstown and other towns on the 
line of the river. Ample time was given to the 
Jolinstown folks by the railroad oflicials, and 
by other gentlemen of standing and reputation, 

In dozens—yes, ‘hundreds—of cases this 
warning was utterly disregarded, and those 
who heeded it early in the day were looked 
upon as cowards, and many jeers were uttered 
by lips that are now cold among the rank grass 
beside the river. One poor, nameless woman, 
who looked with sightless eyes at the gray 
clouds from the slimy bank of a meadow, just 
below New Florence, wore asmile that per- 
haps had its birth in that spirit of ‘‘whose 
afraid?’’ which has had such awful results. 
There has grown up a bitter feeling among the 
surviving sufferers against those who owned

ing worth taking left, except lumber. Every 
now and then ghastly outlines could 
be seen in the water being 
swept downi stream. Two miles 
from the “8S. 8.” tower is the “Sx” 
tower of the Pennsylvania railroad, and here 
it is the greatest railroad in the world suddenly 
ends inthe river.

Witnesses the Drowning of His 
Relatives. 
Derry, Pa: June 1.—A special train from 


Pittsburg bearing officials of the Pennsylva-

respondents arrived at Bolivar at 11:50 p. m., 
and the train men were there notified that 
further progress was impossible. ‘Lhe greatest 
excitement prevailed at this place, and parties 
of citizens are out all the time endeavoring to 
save the poor unfortunates that are being 
hurled toeternity on the rushing torrents. 
The tidal wave struck Bolivar just after dark 
andthe waters spread out over the whole 
country. Soon houses began floating down, 
and clinging to the debris were men, women 
and children, shrieking for aid. A large num- 
ber of citizens at once gathered on the county 
bridge, and they were reinforced by a num- 
ber from Garfield town on the = oppo- 
site of the river. This brought 
a number of ropes and these were thrown over 
into the boiling waters, as persons drifted by 
in effort to save some of the poor beings. Tor 
half an hour all eiforts were fruitiess until at 
last when the rescuers were about giving up 
all hope, a little boy astride a shingle roof 
mauaged tocatch hold of arope. He caught 
it under his left arm and was thrown against 
an abutment, but managed to keep hold and 
was succeséfully pulled on to the bridge, amid 
the cheers of the onlookers. His name was 
Hessler, and his rescuer was a train hand 
named Carney. The boy was about sixteen 
years old. 
AN INTERVIEW WITH HESSLER. 

Atmidnight your correspondent securéd an 
interview with Hessler. His story of the 
frightful calamity is as follows: 

“With my father, I was spending the day at 
my grandfather's house in Cambria City. In 
the house at the time were Theodore, Edward 
John@Kurtz, Jr., and wife, Miss Mary 
Kurtz, Treazy Kurtz, Mrs. R. Smith, John 
Hersch and four children, my father and my- 
self. - 

Shortly after 5 o’clock there was the noise 
of roaring waters and screams of people. We 
looked dut doors and saw persons running. 
My father told us to never mind, as the waters 
would not rise further. Tut we saw 
houses being swept away and then we ran up 
to the tleor above. The house was three 
stories and we were at last forced tothe top 
one. In my fright I jumped onabed. It was 
an old fashioned one with heavy posts. The 
water kept rising and my bed was soon afloat. 
Gradually it was lifted up. The air in the 
room grew close and the house was moving. 
Still the bed kept.rising and pressed the ceil- 
ing. « At last the posts pushed the plaster. It 
yielded and a section of the roof gave way. 
Then suddenly@ found myself on the roof and 

WAS BEING CARRIED DOWN THE STREAM. 
After a little this roof commenced to part, and 
I was afraid I was going to be drowned, but 
just then another house with a shingle roof 
floated down until, nearly dead with cold, I was 
freed from the house. I did not see my father. 
My grandfather was in a tree, but he must have 
been drowned, as the waters were rising fast. 
John Kintz was also in a tree. Miss Mary 
Kintz and Mrs. Mary Kintz lsaw drowned. 
Miss Smith was also drowned. John Hirsch 
was in a tree, but the four children were 
drowned. The scenes were terrible. Live 
bodies and corpses were floating down with 
me, and away from me I would hear persons 
shriek and then they would disappear, and 
all alone the line people were trying to save 
us, but they coald do nothing, and only a few 
were caught.” 

This boy's story is but one incident, and 
shows what happened'to one family. God 
only knows what has bappened to hundreds 
who were in the path of tue rushing waters.

South Washington Inundated—Long Bridge 
Threateued. 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—The Potomac is 
booming here and the gravest fears are enter- 
tained by property owners along the river 
front; also im the lower sections of the city. 
Last night after a fall of rain almost equiva- 
lent to acloudburst, the lock gate at the end 
of the Chesapeake and Ohio canal was carried 
away by the rising water and 
washed several canal beats into the Rock 
creek where they were destroyed. Since then 
the river has been rising rapidly and the flood 
waters from Harper’s ferry and the upper trib- 
utaries are swelling it every moment along B. 
street porth, in the neighborhood of the cen- 
tral market, the country produce wagons were 
driven off early in the day, and the street was 

TURNED INTO A LAKE 
of floating chicken coops, market trucks and 
all sorts of odds and ends. 

Urchins exacted toll from people who were 
obliged to pass between South Washington 
and the business part of the city by building 
temporary bridges. The cellars were tlooded 
and much damage done to property among 
the commission houses. 

Up in Georgetown the scene along the river 
front was exciting. The docks were under 
water and lumber afloat; cement, provisions 
and all kinds of property had been carried 
Hundreds of men were actively at 
work trying to save merchandise by removing 
itfrom the mills and warehouses to high 
grounds. Swarms of river men floated about 
in the water craft seizing and carrying off the 
treasures of the flood. The shipping has so 
far escaped serious damage, but 

THE SITUATION IS FULL OF DANGER. 

At the Long bridge the water, at sunset, was 
almost level with the bridge floor. Several 
barges have already struck and sunk, and the 
railroad men are making every effort to pre- 
vent the accumulation of drift against the 
bridge. 

The water is still creeping up. however, and 
the bridge is in a precarious condition. If itis 
carried away tonight, which ts by no means 
improbable, the result will bea serious and 
long interruption of railroad tratftic between 
the north and south. The cofier dam at the 
Long bridge has been greatly injured, and 
much of the work which had been done upon 
the Potomac flats at an expense of millions of 
dollars, will be undene. It ts not yet possible 
to estimate the losses suffered by the mer 
chants and warehousemen, but one individual 
has lost $20,000 worth of coa) on one dock.

A DECIDED SENSATION IN POLITICS 


The Other Candidates at Sea as to What Will 
Bethe Result—The Reasons for General 
Barksdale’s Withdrawal. 

JACKSON, Miss., June 1.—[Special.}— Hon. 
E. Barksdale, candidate for governor of 
Mississippi, tonight authorizes the following 
statement to the press: 

“The proceedings of the county conventions, 
as far as held, are, to my mind, conclusive of 
a deadlock in the contest for the gubernatorial 
nomination and of a protracted struggle, pro- 
ductive of divisions and disorganization in the 
democratic party when union and concert are 
most needed. I have determined to prevent 
this impending complication, so far as my 
candidacy is concerned, by withdrawing from 
the race. To thecaunty conventions that have 
expressed their preference for me, and the 
friends, individually and collectively, who 
have tendered me their support, I desire to 
express my heartfelt thanks, in the firm belief 
that for the disappointment occasioned by my 
withdrawal they will find ample compensation 
in the harmony which it will tend to produce.”’ 
118 OUTSTANDING POLITICAL APPOINTMENTS 
are cancelled. When questioned regarding his 
withdrawal from the canvass, Major Barks- 
dale said that his action was without consul- 
tation with any one, and is irrevocable. 

In reply to the question as to what he 
thought would be the effect of his withdrawal 
as to the other candidates inthe field he said, 
that he does not know; that he does not with- 
draw iu the interest of any other candidate, 
but solely in the interest of harmony in the 
democratic party as before stated. 

Major Barksdale’s withdrawal is received 
with surprise and regret by his friends here, 
he being regarded as the most prominent can- 
didate in the field, and having more instructed 
votes to date than any other aspirant.

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MURDER IN AN ASYLUM,

The manager of the asylum called on the 
coroner, Whosnade an examination. Beckiuan 
and Peterson claimed that Coombs’s death was 
caused by falling from the scaffold. When 
the facts came out, the men were discharged, 
warrants were issued and Beckman was ar- 
rested last night and Peterson’s @pture is 
expected soon. The grand jury wili investi- 
gate the case Monday. The asylum authorities 
say that Coombs was industrious and easily 
managed, and it is declared that his death was 
nothing short of deliberate murder.

SKINNER SHOT DEAD. 


A FATAL ENCOUNTER ON A HANCOCK 
PLANTATION, 


The Negro Becomes Insolent Toward His 
Employer, Who Finds it Necessary to Put 
An End to His Life. 


Sparta, Ga., June 1.—[Special.]—On the 
20th ult. Mr. John G. Daniels had an al- 
tercation at his farm, eight miles from Sparta, 
with a negro man named Ivan Skinner, in 
which he was, unfortunately, compelled to 
shoot Skinner, and from which wound Skinner 
diec on the 29th ult. 

THE FACTS DEVELOPED 
at the coroner’s inquest show that Skinner, 
who was of a most violent temper and bad 
character, had become enraged with Mr. 
Daniels for ordering his boy to the field to go 
to plowing. Daniels had just given out rations 
for Skinner’s family, and evidently Skinner 
deemed it an invasion of his rights that 
Daniels should venture any suggestions about 
work. His manner was so insolent and over- 
bearing that Daniels put his hand on a stick 
which was near by, which act led to other 
werds from Skinner, who seized Daniels by 
the neck and 
GAVE HIM A SEVERE CHOKING. 

When released from this, Daniels ran to his 
house, about thirty feet distant, and got his 
gun. Skinner followed him nearly to the 
back steps of his house and turned off to arm 
himself with an ax that was always kept at 
the woodpile. When Daniels got out with 
his gun, he found his antagonist so near the 
ax thathe found it necessary to shoot him. 
The gun was charged with small bird shot, 
and Daniels had no idea that 

DEATH COULD RESULT 
from the shooting, but a few of the shot struck 
him inthe breast, and it is supposed pene- 
trated to some vital point. 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury, after a 
full and patient investigation of all the facts, 
was that the killing was justifiable. 

The affair is much deplored, as Mr. Daniel 
was one of our best citizens. For years his 
health has been feeble, and he was utterly un- 
able to cope with a strong negro in a personal 
combat.

The 
mortality among children was heavy, the 
number being six. The eighteen deaths oc- 
curred in a population of 35,000, which cannot 
be considered as a very serious per cent.

He has eaten much beef steak and many 
chickens since being in jail. His relatives 
have kept him furnished with money which 
the jailer has expended for just such things as 
Woolfojk asked for. Whenever Woolfolk 
had money, delicacies were purchased for 
him. Woolfolk lacks the sense of apprecia- 
tion, and has po inelination to give 
Jailer Birdsong and Sheritf Wescott the 
credit due them.

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YELLOW FEVER A BLOOD DISEASE 


Dr. Nelson Believes Inceulation and the Acid 
Treatment Will Master It. 

PINE BuiuFr, Ark., June 1.—Dr. Wolfred 
Nelson, member of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of the province of Quebec, and 
late a member of the State Board of Health: of 
Panama, read a paper at the fourtecntls 
annual meeting of the State Medical Society 
of Arkansas, The subject was “Yellow Fever,” 
and the result of his experiences, extending 
over many years, at Panama, Colon, Mexie, 
Cuba and Tampa,which led to his bold forecast 
of the Jacksonvilie epidemic, was brought out, 
Particular mention was made in the paper of 
Dr. Domingo F. Reire of Rio Janeiro, who ig 
entitied to honor as being the first to recognize 
and cultivate the germ of yellow fever, and ta 
use inoculation as a prophylactic. Mention was 
also made of the work oi Dr. L. Girard, late 
surgeon-in-chief of the Panama Canal com 
pany, Whose profound faith in the protective 
power of inoculation was fully shown by hig 
inoculating himself and having a mild form of 
yellow fever, which was followed by pertecg 
immunity from the disease, and, finally, the 
crucial work of Dr. Carlos Findlay and Dr, 
Delgado of Havanw 

Dr. Nelson being personally familiar with 
the work of three of these gentlemen, he 
boldly forecast a day when inoculation avainst 
yellow fever will take equal rank with inocula 
tion against small-pox. With such measures, 
lthe acid treatment where the diseuse laa 
invaded, he predicted a new erain the treat- 
ment of this scourge, inthe presence of which 
physicians for four centuries have been abso 
lutely powerless, 

Dr. Nelson deseribed yellow fever as a blood 
disease, pure and simple. Hence the absence 
of marked pathological evidences,save destruc 
tion. It is claimed for the pure acid treatment 
described by him that its acidulation of the 
life currents, while not interfering with the 
oxygen-carrying function of the red corpuscles, 
renders the blood wholly fWninhabitable to the 
germ of yellow fever, it thus ceasing to be a 
culture fluid for the germs, death in yellow 
fever being due solely to death of the blood, or 
necremia. With such prophylactic measures 
and treatment, and the quarantine system 
recommended by Dr. Joseph Holt, vellow fever 
wi'l cease to dominate, travel within the trepies 
will be robbed of its terrors, and the commerce 
of nations will be almost untramme!led. ‘ihe

man about town in Atlanta will 
readily recollect Steve Holcombe, Mac Pitt- 
man aud Miles Turpin. They were gamblers 
and drunkards. Good people held up their 
hands in holy horror when they passed, and 
predicted they would die drunk or with their 
boots on, Some of these prophets of evil are 
in a fair way to be disappointed; and some of 
them are likely to meet the damnation which 
they so liberally dealt out to others. 

Steve Holcombe was a desperate bully. He 
carried a pistol in his hip pocket and had no 
compunctions about using it. His temper was 
always uncertain, except when he was in his 
cups. Then it was very certain and cyclonic 
Asa gambler he was famous for his audacity 
and his success. 

The same description will fit Mac Pittman, 
but the paint must be laid on thicker and 
blacker, with red trimmings. Pittman had 
been a sailor ane a Baltimore ‘‘plug ugly.’’ He 
had fought with Walker in Nicaragua, where, 
with only 100 of his comrades, he had taken 
part in the capture of Grenada, a city of 12,000 
inhabitants. In the battle of Rinas he lost an 
arm, but that did not keep him out of the con- 
federate service when our war broke out. His 
career in Atlanta was simply the toughest of 
the tough. 

Miles Turpin wasthe handsomest, wittiest 
most genial fellow of the three. He was bright, 
well educated and popular in spite of his dissa- 
pajion. As the city editor of the old Atlanta 
Sun he kept the town in aroar. There was 
nothing essentially wicked in his make-up. He 
kept company with the devil just out of pure 
accommodation, and perhaps because he was 
afraid of hurting his feelings. 

Knowing these three men thoroughly, and 
believing that they were on their way to perdi- 
tion, the Dromio who writes the moral stuff 
that redeems this page, read something the 
other day that made him stare and gasp for 
breath. 

It occurred in this way. The Dromio has a 
natural hankering after religious books, and 
the entertaining miscellany distributed by the 
Young Men’s Christian association and the 
Womans’ Christian Temperance union in the 
shape of year books and tracts. So it came to 
— ss that whenthe life of Steve Holcombe 

vas placed in his hands he lost no time in dis- 
poe elling the book. 

‘The Life of Steve Holcombe” is enough to 
make any man stop and think. It is impos- 
sible to give a summary of it here. Steve, as 
everybody knows, turned over a new leaf 
years ago. He quit his meanness, stopped 
gambling and drinking, became a Christian 
and led a new life. He turned evangelist, 
opened a chapel in Louisville, and went to 
work in earnest to reform and help his former 
companions in sin. If there is anything signifi- 
cantina man’s life and work, Steve Hol- 
coinbe is today a good man and achristian. 

But the startling feature of the book is its 
record of the conversion of Mac Pittman and 
Miles Turpin. The Dromio rubbed his eyes, 
but it was all there in big type. 

Pittman had reached the worst and most 
critical part of his career when he heard that 
Turpin had reformed. This staggpred him, 
“If Miles Turpin can reform I 
can.”’ He signed the pledge, joined Hol- 
combe’s mission, and sailed into evangelical 
work with red hot zeal. 

Turpin telis the story of his conversion. He 
was in Cincinnati frolicking around the bor- 
ders of Jim Jam square when he heard of 
Steve Holcombe’s conversion. He rather re- 
sented it, and straightway went to Louisville 
to see, he said, “if it was possible for such a 
great scoundrel to become a Christian.”’ 

It was a lucky trip. Steve knew Miles— 
knew him to be an_ outcast from 
Poker Flat, and with his usual determination. 
strengthened by a genuine love for the man, 
he reached out and scooped him. 

The old gambler’s plain talk changed the 
detiant Turpin into a blubbering penitent. It 
was allup with Miles. He wenttothe mis- 
sion, stuck to it, and like Mac Pittman went 
to preaching.

Some queer things appearin the stories of 
Pittman and Turpin, but some queerer things 
are left out. The two led long and picturesque 

careers in Atlanta, and p ainted the town sored 
that it still hasa pinky look; and yet in their 
biographical sketches they do not even hint 
that they ever saw the piace. They mention 
every town where they ever sojourned, but 
ignore Atlanta!

After all, this is a very serious business. 
Steve Holcombe, Mac Pittman and Miles Tur- 
pin have fought a hard fight and they have 
come out crippled and scarred, but they have 
won! 

Few men are entirely bad. Their better 
natures are all the time struggling tothe front, 
and if we were kinder to our fellow men 
many of the weakest and wickedeat would 
get iuto the right path and stay there.

A house that ¢« one has to enter by 
way of adog is not an ag one. Heis not 
wholly odorless in a room. This is not h's fault, 
but it is a reason why he should not be thrust upon 
one’s society. Itis the atthudeand altitude given 
Lim by man to which I object; ergo, itis man that 
offends me—man who is dog-bitten. I confess I 
share ee of the Jewish repucmance to the 
dog whenI see him litted so entirely ont of his 
natural element and made to play so important a 
part alongside of man. But considered only in the 
light of good breeding, is it not a serious offense to 
this when tne dog is permitted a social position 
which nature never gned him for? I aiiule to 
persons so blinded by their dog love that they hesi- 
tate not to call at a friend’s house in company with 
he animal, and hesitate not to walk him into 
another's drawing room. Cou!d want of considera 
tion and ill-breeding go beyond this? In our Boston 
athenzeum, among the printed rules framed and 
hanging on the wall, isone to the effect that “no 
dogs are allowed inside library.” Yetday after 
day visiturs enter here with ail sorts of dog peis 
from the hiige mastift to the terrier!

The Development They Have Induced. 


In his lecture last Thurday night Sam Jones 
gaid that if he was asked to name the most 
striking thing he saw in San Francisco he 
would answer, ‘“‘her street railway system.” 
Hie said it was the most perfect system that he 
had ever seen, and he thought it was undoubt- 
edly the finest in the workl,and that the equip- 
ment and service wer@ so good that horses had 
peen almost entirely given up, except for busi- 
ness purposes, even by the most fashionable, 
and that the city and country for miles around 
was a perfect net-work of tracks, ail centering 
atacommon point. The wealth and growth 
of San Francisco were due as much to her sys- 
tem of street railroads as to anything else.

What Sam Jones says of San Francisco ap- 
plies to Atlanta. She owes much of her pros- 
perity and growth to her street railroad facili. 
ties, and more recently the dammy lines. 
While the old-fashioned, bob-tailed street car 
has been an inestimable blessing to Atlanta, 
the dummies are as much superior to it as it is 
to an ox-cart orahack line. The street car 
has had its day—and a good day it was while 
it lasted— but it will have to go, and make way 
for the progressive wheels of the dummy, the 
electric motor and the cable car. 

The good which the dummy lines have done 
for Atlanta iu the past year has demonstrated 
beyond all doubt that on rapid transit depends 
the yrowth and development of the outlying 
suburbs. No sooner are these facilities offered 
than the country through which the dummy 
lines pass begins to take unto itself a small

FOR THE SITE OF THE VETERANS’ 
HOME. 


Meeting of the Directors—The Purchase oi 
the Property Approved—A Fair te Le 
Held. 


The directors of the Confederate Veterans’ 
home met yesterday at THe CONSTITUTION 
office. 

The report of the location committee which 
selected the Schultze place was received and 
approved. Judge Calhonn stated that he had 
examided the titles and found them perfect. 
A draft for $8,000 was made on Treasurer Ro- 
mare, the property paid for and the deeds 
made. The cost of the property was $9,500, of 
which $1,500 was contributed by private par- 
ties whose property adjoins that purch sed. 

Director Joseph Hirsch of the board, who 
was lately elected by unanimous vote, was re- 
quested to take charge of a fair for the benefit 
of the confedcrate veterans’ home, to be held 
in Atlanta at the earliest possible time. Mr. 
Hirsch has given great study to this subject, 
and announced that he would accept the trust 
and organize a fair that he believes will 
achieve unprecedented results. Mr. Hirsch 
was given authority to appoint his own com- 
mittee and assistants, and the board pledged 
him its hearty support. 

Secretary Harrison reported the full list of 
subscriptions, which amount to about $46,000, 
with each subscriber’s name and the ameunt 
he agreed to give. Something over 38,000 has 
been paidin. <A circular was prepared by the 
board to be sent toeach subscriber, or to the 
gentleman iu each town who raised the sub- 
scription, urging the immediate payiment of 
the subscription. 

Chairman Howell, of the building commit- 
tee, requested the board to drive with him 
to the Schultze farmon Thursday morning at 
8o’clock, as he desired to consult with the 
full board as to the location of the building, 
which was ordered. 

Mr. tHoweil reported that progress was being 
made with the plans, and that the committee 
would soon be ready to report plans to the 
board with the request that they be adopted.

J. R TOLLESON’'S APPLICATION FOR 
DARBEAS CORPUS REFUSED. 


(ir. Tolleson Takes the Decision Very Quietly and 
Will Carry His Case to the Supreme Court—The 
Ground Upon Which tre Application Wes 
Based—The l’risoner's Interest in the Moon- 
shiners. 


Mr. J. kt. Tolleson, the imprisoned. president 
of the Mercantile Banking company, will re 
main in the Falton coanuty jail for a while 
Jonger. 

About two week@ ago Mr. Tolleson filed an 
application for a writ of babcas corpus, claim- 
ing that his impfifonment was illegal and 
unjust. 

His petition “Warbased upon the ground 
that as two warrénts, charging him with 
larceny after trust, bad been sworn out against 
him, and were held ready to be served ata 
moment's notice, any evidence that he might 
give concerning the dunds of the Mercentile 
bauk would tend to criminate him, and, there- 
fore, he could not be compelled to divulge 
anything that might be used against hint. 

The case was set for hearing yesterday a 
week ago, but was postponed until yesterday, 
when it came up before Judge Marshall J 
Clarke. 

After hearing t'se case argued by Mr. Tol- 
leson’s aitorneys, Hon. Bb. H. Hill and Mr. 
Robert Jordan, Judge Clarke announced that 
the motion fora writ of habeas corpus was 
overruled, and the prisoner was remanded to 
fail. 

Tie case will be carried to the supreme 
courtat once, and Mr. Tolleson will remain in 
jail unti) it can be heard by that tribunal. 

Mr. Tolicson was as cheerful as could be 
under the circumstances, and received the 
decision of the court good lhumoredly, saying 
thathe hardly expected Judge Clark to re- 
verse his own decision. Wien asked what be 
thought of his prospecis of release by the su- 
preme court he expressed himself as confident 
that that court would acquit him. and said that 
, the justice of his cause was admitted by all 
who were familiar with the facts, and that he 
Was sure to win in the end. 

Jailer Ozburn says Mr. Tolleson is about the 
best prisoner he has ever had. He seems to 
take a great interest in the revenue prisoners, 
and frequently furnishes them with luxuries.

The Con'ractors Pushing the Work for All That 
Can Be Done—The Delayed Trains—An Atlan- 
tian Makes a Talk. 


T. B. Redman, the railroad builder, as well 
as the contractor of the Augusta canal, came 
up on the Central railroad train yesterday and 
will remain in the city two or three days before 
returning to his work. 

Mr. Kedman’s many friends are glad to see 
him. 

For several weeks past he has been hiding 
in the weed along the line of the Savannah, 
Americus and Montgomory railroad, where he 
is turning up thedirt diligently. Mr. Redman’s 
face slows the exposure, but there is still the 
gaine » easant smile upon his face. 

“You see,” he said, ‘“‘we are pushing that 
road through harder and faster than any road 
ever built in Georgia.’ 

‘How long is it it?’’ he was asked. 

‘*Abont 350 niles Jong, and it will be one of 
the prettiest roads in the conntry when finish- 
ed. I and my partner Radcliffe took a contract 
for fifty-five milesand we have completed 
nearly one-third of it. Certainly more than 
fourteen miles. Every other contractor is 
working justas hard too, and the road will be 
one of the quickest built in the country when 
completed.”’ 

“When will that be!’’ 

“That Lcannot tell exactly, but 1t won’t be 
many moons anyhow. On our work we have 
two hundred harids and one hundred teams, 
and are not losing a minute. The other con- 
tractors are working the same way. In fact 
itis asortofarace by the mile between us. 
Since my work on the Chattanooga, Rome and 
Columbus, and Rome and Decatur, and Mont- 
gomery and Birmingham roads, I haven't 
worked half as hard.’’

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HOME FROM MEXICO. 
JUNG TOMPKINSTELLS AN INTER- 
ESTING STORY OV THE TRIP. 

end Observations on Mexico and Its 
“opie, and Some Entertaining Notes on the 
Journey to and From the Halls ot the Monte 
Zuv: 4. 


The special committee of the Piedmont Ex- 
position company that went to Mexico to in- 
vite Presideut Diaz to attend the exposition, 
has returned. 

The entire party appeared happy and in 
fiood epirits. Judge Henry B. Tompkins, 
chairman of the committee, was seen yester- 
day. 

“Jfow were you impressed with Mexico and 
fits people?” 

‘*To one largely unused to being interviewed, 
the difficulty in recounting a trip is two- 
fold—tirst, in finding appropriate’ ex- 
pression for the information that has been ac- 
quired, and second, to avoid making the inter- 
yiew a kind of guide book compilation. 

“What strikes a hurried visitor to Mexico 
most forcibly is that in the main 
the people and commodities are 
specitically inferior to the same 
things in the United States. This holds good 
from the simplest mechanical contrivance up to 
the highest type of living personality— indeed, 
from «a mouse om to a woman. And yet this 
description should, doubtless, be applied to the 
people and things of the highest type; for 
among those of acknowledged inferiority, I 
do not say that Mexico is behind the 
United States, but in some _ respects 
above it. Taking the intellectual and 
cultured classes in the United States, and the 
men are abler, honester, more considerate of 
Jaw and of better appearance,than are relatively 
the samme class in Mexico. The men and wo- 
men who are at the head in politics and socie- 
ty in the United States are far superior, in iny 
judgment, to those who occupy the saine posi- 
tion in Mexico. Butii the poorer classes here, 
which are mainly the Mexicans, who are de- 
scendants of the Indians, the Aztecs types and 
others originally found in Mexico, 
are compared with the lower classes in the 
south, who are the negroes, then the specific 
inferiority is with us. 

“How did you like the people?” 

‘‘In appearances, manner, docility, patience, 
industry and intelligence the Indian race in 
Mexico is far superior to the African race with 
us. The number of little children this class of 
Mexicans possess seems marvelous, and I haye 
never seen one of them maltreated by mother 
or nurse, and have never heard 
one of them Cry ; nor do the 
children seem ever to quarrel and fight among 
themselves, Noris there the loud laaghing, 
aud skylarking and physical ronglneéss dis- 
played in Mexico as here among men and 
women as of the negroes of the south.’’ 

‘Are they good looking ?”’ 

“Many of these Indian children are very 
pretty, fuil of patience and quietness, and 
With uncommonly fine eyes. ‘Their manners 
and speech are gentle and engaging, and 
they have qufint little forms of 
expression to imply’ dissent that = are 
captivating. Indeed extreme gentleness 
and allectionateness of language is often 
employed to check or rebuke. One little girl, 
large eyed and intelligent, to whom I was 
offering less for her flowers than she wished, 
said to show that | was wrong, with the utmost 
seriousness, ‘‘No, Ninita’’ (no little girl.) 
These are words of tenderness and respect used 
alike to male or female; for with them a little 
rirl is the gentlest and best of God’s creatures. 

‘he Mexican Indians are entirely unlike 
the red Indians of the north of Mexico, the 
Apaches and other tribes who are essentially 
untamable and given tono kind of consecutive 
and useful laber,”’ 

“Was there much poterty apparent?” 

“Certainly, qmong these Mexican Indians, 
known as Peons, there is much squallor, degra- 
dation and dissoluteness. as there is among all 
the lower classes of people; and although num- 
bering about two-thirds of the Mexican popula- 
tion, yet to them surely has fallen the curse or 
the blessing(’) of the children of Isaccher, and 
they are ‘weighed down between asses’ bur- 
dens.’ Yet, from these Mexican Indians have 
been produced many men of ability and high 
character, and Juarez, a pure Indian, was per- 
hapsthe ablest man Mexico has developed. So 
President Diaz, a man of force and honesty, is 
an Indian from the state of Oaxaca, bordering 
on the Pacific Ocean, and 1n which is the city of 
Jehauntepec.”’ 

“Tow about the laws?” 

‘No system can be more pernicions than the 
Jand laws of Mexico; and herein lies the 
reason why the Aborigines of Mexico have been 
so kept down and outraged. The title to all 
the lands was vested by Spanish grants in 
Spanish soldiers, adventures or favorites, and 
at the present time sixty per cent of the terri- 
tory of Mexico belongs to non-residents. Nor is 
there any direct tax upon realestate, but as 
taxes are levied only upon products and rents, 
Vast areas remain idle, as it were hoarded in 
the hands of capitalists and speculators, most 
#)] of whom either reside permanently out of the 
county, or come to Mexico for a few weeks in 
the year from their homes in Paris and Madrid. 
Added to this, and until the reform laws of 
Juarez, promulgated on July 12, 1859, at Vera 
Cruz, one-third of all the real and personal 

rroperty of Mexico belonged absolutely to the 

loly Catholicchurch. So between “absentee- 
ism’’ and the priest, the people have a slender 
showing. In going from the city of Mexico 
to Vera Cruz the railroad passed through one 
hacienda, or plantation, estimated to be worth 
two millions of dollars, and yet this vast estate 
could be kepi idle and not pay a cent of taxes 
to the state or federal government.” 

“Are they progressive ?”’ 

“Railroad building in Mexico has been phe- 
nomena}, as there are now about 5,000 mules of 
railroad in operation, whereas, five years ago 
there was scareiy 500 miles, This has been done 
by Americanand European capital, that from 
Europe, being principally English. Conces- 
sions, donations and subsidies have been given 
the constructors of these lines of railway, and 
this isa Compal hed by the Mexican COHLTSSS, 
composed of a senate and house of representa- 
tives, delegating to the president and his cabt- 
net usually the right to contract with the rail- 
way constructors for the concessions, etc., etc. 
It is said that a good deal of money in these 
transactions Coes mto the hands of the ofticials

So to General Bragg, who evidently believed 
in the propriety and expediency of our mission, 
and so promptly aided us, as he alone could, in 
its fruition, we tender our heartiest and mos} 
reverent thanks. At 4:50 p. m., Tuesday, 
May 21, arrayed in the sombre uniform of 
au American gentleman, we found ourselves 
at Chapultepec under the escort of General 
Bragg and his accomplished interpreter, Mr. 
Butler.”’ 

‘How were you received ?” 

We were carried to a balcony immediately 
above the rocks where the American troovns 
found entrance to the fort in September, 1847, 
inthe storming by General Scott of an ap- 
parently impregnab’e fortress, and which 
fight General Grant, who was there, has 
written was an unnecessary battle. 
This baleony of the palace, formerly 
oecupied by Maximilian, is several 
hundreed feetabove the valley in which the 
City of Mexico is situated. and about 7.500 feet 
above sea level. From this marble balcony is 
seen the most imposing and the most exquisite 
panoraina of mountains, and plain, of city, and 
yreen gardens and cultivated fields. Such a 
scene may somewhere be equalled, but cannot 
anywhere be surpassed. This view was had as 
we stood upon marble, in dress suits, ina bright 
May day, 7,500 feet above the sea with the ther- 
mometer at 05 degrees and at the very door of 
& magnificently appointed drawing room 
into which we were shown, and where we 
found the president of the Mexican republic. 

le was very affable, very cordial, and exhibit- 
ed a good deal more of formal courtesy, prob- 
ably social deference, than is usually found 
among Americans. 

‘‘Aiter presentation by General Bragg anda 
few preliminary remarks, the address of invi- 
tation was made by the chairman of the coin- 
mittee, interpreted by Mr, Butler in Spanish 
to the president and then replied to by him at 
more length than was the address. 

‘Tt was observed that during the making of 
the address—Diaz understands English well, 
tho’ he insists on having it translated to him on 
public oecasions—the president seemed moved 
and his eyes filled up. It was not thought ju- 
dicious to investigate if this manifestation of 
emotion was because he was touched or bored. 

‘* After the formalities were over, Diaz asked 
that a copy of the address of the committee be 
furnished him, sothat he might have it trans- 
lated in Spanish and published in the Ofti- 
cial Gazette of the Mexican government. 
Afterafew minutes ot informal and demo- 
cratic conversation, anda pointing out by the 
president of the special objects of interest dis- 
closed in the magnificent view, we took our 
departure, and so was ended speedily and sat- 
isfactory the business of our mission.’’ 

“Will he come to Atlanta?’ 

‘President Diaz gave the committee to 
understand that he would come to Atlanta if 
he possibly could, and since leaving the City 
of Mexico a telegram has been sent from there 
stating that it was reported that Diaz would 
visit the United States in the fall.” 

‘*How does he look ?”’ 

‘President Diaz is about medium height, 
stoutly and well built, and is better loooking 
than his pictures. His complexion is swarthy 
and shows the redness of the Indian 
blood; eyes black and well set, 
nose straight and large, lips’ rather 
full but firm, only a moustache, and face too 
heavy for head and foreliead for highest sym- 
metry of feature, hands and feet small, as is 
usual with Mexicans. He is about 54 or 55 
vears old, but looks younger. He is said to 
prize his reputation as a military man more 
than that ofa civilian, and is notcareless of 
being addressed as ‘Senor General.’ ”’ 

“You were well treated by the roads?’’ 

‘All the railroad oflicials with whom we came 
in contact treated us royally, and through 
the kindly intervention of Mr. Whorf, 
assistant general manager of the Mexi- 
can Central railroad, the otticials 
of the Vera Cruz railroad tendered -us_ trans- 
portation to and from Vera Cruz, and carried 
our car as far as Esperanza, about half way, 
but did not think it safe to carry it over the 
sharpcurves and through the tunnels in the 
Sietra Madre mountains. So we went to 
Vera Cruz Wednesday, remaining there that 
night and returning to Mexico Thursday. This 
trip to Vera Cruz is one that should in no wise 
be omitted by those going to Mexico. It is use- 
less, unless a book aud not an interview is to be 
written, to attempt to set forth the glories of 
the scenery from Esperanza to Maltrata, as 
representing the very highest expressions of 
grandeur and loveliness to be found in moun- 
tains and sky and verdure. 

‘* After the descent of nearly 5,000 feet we 
reached Orizaba, a city of considerable size, 
and situated in the loviiest valley imaginable. 
Here water is plentiful, and no where on earth 
could nature show forth in a greater degree 
the prodigality of her productions. ly this val- 
lev literally everything grows that any soil or 
climate will produce. The tropic is blended 
with the temperate, the temperate with the 
frigid zone. From.over three miles in hight 
the peak of Orizaba, white and shing with un- 
remitting ice and snow, looks upon a land 
more fertile than Egypt along the Nile, 
siniling always with the verdure of perennial 
spring time, redolent with the perfume ol 
flowers and fruits and grasses that no frost 
ever touches, and yet breathed upon by ai 
that is never either hot or cold but always just 
temperate and delicious, Here every grain 
and fruit and flower grows without regard to 
God's seasons or inan’s toil. Here nothing is 
scorched by the Suil, nor ruined with rain, nor 
dismantied by the winds. Inanimate nature 
in every manifestation is simply superlative. 
The coinbination of latitude, altitude, soil ana 
moisture is here so blended and co-mingled

“Vera Cruz was entered late aud left early 
and unregretfally. 

“Friday we spent in the City of Mexico, be- 
ing only the third day there, and Saturday 
morning found us going up to (ueratero, 
where we arrived at 2:56 p. in. and remained 
until 4 a. m. Sunday, the 26th of May. At 
this quaint old town Maximilian surrendered, 
and was tried and shot on the Is8th of June, 
LSO7. This doom he seemed to have 
brought upon himself by following 
wicked advico of Bazaine§= and 
cuting some Mexican generais who 
been captured by the French 
because he had called them insurgents and 
offered to pardon them if they would lay down 
their arms and acknowledge him as emperor. 
ile was a mild tempered but weak and in- 
eflicient Austrian, with the buiging eyes and 
hanging lip, and afflicted with what Bonaparte 
ealled the secret heritage of the House of 
Hapsburg—serofula, His coming to Mexico 
was at the call andin the interest of the 
nriesthood who, together with the land laws, 
form the strong buiwark against the pros- 
perity and elevation of the Masses in Mexico.” 

‘‘How is the government.
